MONTANA  HIGH  BLOOD  PRESSURE  PROJECT  FUNDED

The  Montana  High  Blood  Pressure  Project  has  been  funded  for  the  next 
biennium,  1984-85.  We  will  continue  to  offer  technical  assistance,  as  well  as 
informational  services  to  agencies  throughout  the  State.  A  listing  of  the 
pamphlets  and  films  are  in  the  newly  developed  manual. 

The  area  of  emphasis  has  changed  for  the  state  funded  projects  this  year. 
In  the  past,  we  concentrated  on  seniors,  minorities,  and  general  conmiunity 
groups.  Now,  we  are  supporting  comprehensive  services  for  the  18-50  age  group  in 
organized  worksite  settings  and  education  of  the  public,  private  and  professional 
groups.     The  medically  underserved  and  hard  to  reach  continue  as  a  primary  group. 

We  have  learned  a  great  deal  in  the  past  about  the  critical  elements  for  a 
successful  program  .  .  .  from  establishing  standard  local  referral  protocol  to 
coordination  of  local  blood  pressure  efforts.  If  we  can  help,  please  let  us 
know . 
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REPORTING  MCH  BLOCK  GRAImT  MONIES 
AND  SERVICES

Data  collection  and  annual  reporting  are  an  integral  portion  or  the  MCH 
Block.  Grant  Program  and  are  included  in  your  county's  contract  with  DHES.  At 
this  time,  39  of  the  56  counties  have  submitted  their  annual  reports  for  FY  1983. 
They  have  varied  from  a  brief  financial  statement  at  one  extreme  to  a  detailed 
and  comprehensive  report  at  the  other.  While  we  do  not  insist  on  comprehensive 
reports,  they  are  naturally  the  most  valuable.  Information  included  is  used  by 
us,  not  only  to  prepare  our  required  annual  report  to  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  (DHHS)  but,  equally  important,  to  give  us  a  picture  of  what  is 
going  on  around  the  State  in  the  MCK  field.  Our  first  report  to  UUHS  is  being 
used  for  a  formal  report  to  Congress.  This  allows  our  legislators  to  know  what 
the  impact  of  their  MCH  appropriations  is  having  on  their  ovm  constituents  and 
gives  them  facts  to  justify  their  continued  appropriation  of  adequate  dollars  for 
MCH. 

As  a  minimum,  we  do  need:  1)  basic  data  regarding  the  number  and  ^pes  of 
patients  seen,  2)  the  types  of  services  offered,  3)  the  num^ber  of  individuals 
served  free  of  charge,  as  well  as  4)  documentation  of  all  expenditures  to  include 
a  statement  of  how  much  of  the  allocation  to  your  county  was  spent  and  how  much 
of  the  funds  available  this  year  are  being  carried  over  into  FY  1985.  Included 
in  this  should  be  a  statem.ent  concerning  the  proposed  use  of  the  carryover  money. 

These  reporting  requirements  are  included  in  your  new  contract  for  FY  1984 
and  I  encourage  you  to  familiarize  yourselves  with  them.  if  you  do  not  have  a 
copy  of  the  contract  (and  I  understand  not  all  of  you  have  received  one  from  your 
County  Commissioners)   I  urge  you  to  obtain  a  copy  from  them  for  your  own  use.

PEDIATRIC  NEUROLOGY  SERVICES 


Fedlatric  Neurology  Services  will  be  offering  regional  consultative  and 
diagnostic  services  to  children  with  neurologic  and  developmental  conditions 
beginning  in  September,  1983. 

This  practice  is  being  established  by  Dr.  Mary  Anne  Guggenheim,  a  pediatric 
neurologist  who  has  been  doing  outreach  clinics  in  Montana,  sponsored  by  the 
University  of  Colorado  Handicapped  Children's  Services,  for  a  number  of  years. 
Working  with  Dr.  Guggenheim  will  be  Jan  Donaldson,  R.N. ,  who  until  recently  was 
with  the  Handicapped  Children's  Program  of  the  State  of  Colorado.  Referrals  are 
welcoEie  from  a  variety  of  sources,  but  contact  with  primary  physicians  is  import- 
ant, both  in  terms  of  continuity  of  care  and  for  accurate  history  information. 

These  services  will  be  based  at  Shodair  Children's  Hospital  in  Helena.  At 
present,  outreach  clinics  are  planned  for  the  Billings  area.  Need  for  other 
outreach  clinics  will  be  assessed  later  in  the  fall.  All  scheduling  of  clinic 
appointments,  regardless  of  clinic  site,  will  be  through  the  office  in  Helena. 
The  address  of  Shodair  Children's  Hospital  is  840  Helena  Avenue,  P.  0.  Box  5539, 
Helena,  Montana  59604.  The  phone  number  is  (406)  442-1980.  Tentative  dates 
established  to  this  time  are  for  Billings  on  September  19  and  20,  and  November 
1,  2,  and  3.     Helena  clinics  will  serve  Great  Falls,  Rozeman  and  Butte  patients.

Several    new    items    are    available    from    the    Nursing    Bureau    to    be  used 
communicable  disease  control.     A  new  document  based  on   the  administrative  rules 
for  communicable  disease  control  entitled  "Montana  Handbook  of  Reportable  Diseases" 
is  now  available.     The  handbook  paraphrases  the  administrative  rules  of  1980  that 
are   now   in    effect    and    includes    some   proposed    changes    to    the    rules    that  will 
occur,  hopefully,  in  1983. 

The  handbook  is  easier  to  use  than  the  actual  copies  of  the  administrative 
rules  that  have  been  available. 

The  placard  listing  reportable  diseases  has  been  redone.  The  diseases  are 
listed  in  one  listing  of  alphabetical  order,  compared  to  the  old  placard  which 
contained  four  separate  listings  by  category  of  disease.  The  change  makes  the 
placard  more  easily  used,  and  it  more  clearly  indicates  to  the  user  how  and  when 
a  disease  should  be  reported  after  it's  confirmed. 

Several  wall  charts  which  were  previously  available  are  now  available  in  a 
new  format.  The  communicable  disease  reference  chart  is  an  updating  of  the  green 
wall  chart  that  was  available  through  the  Immunization  Program.  We  are  suggest- 
ing that  it  be  placed  in  schools,  pediatricians'  offices,  or  any  agency  dealing 
with  children. 

Several  posters  are  available  from  pharmaceutical  companies  that  have 
colored  pictures  of  rashes.  Again,  if  these  were  placed  in  agencies  dealing  with 
children  they  may  help  the  care  providers  determine  the  steps  to  take  when  a 
child  develops  a  rash. 

All  of  these  materials  are  available  upon  request  from  the  Nursing  Bureau. 
We  are  attempting  to  distribute  them  during  our  routine  visits  to  counties. 
However,   if  we  have  recently  visited  you,  you  may  want  to  contact  us  so  that  vou

While  the  Administrative  Rules  of  Montana  (1980)  and  the  Montana  Handbook  of 
Reportable  Diseases  (1983)  offer  guidelines  for  coininunicable  disease  control,  it 
js  sometimes  necessary  to  clarify  the  role  of  both  the  state  and  local  health 
departments  in  these  activities.  With  the  reorganization  of  the  Montana  State 
Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  completed  as  of  July  1,  1983,  it 
seems  timely  to  do  such  a  reclarlf ication . 

Under  the  medical  direction  of  Doctors  Drynan,  Pratt,  and  Espelin;  Judith 
Gedrose,  R.N.,  M.N. ,  has  assumed  the  role  of  state  epidemiologist.  Questions 
regarding  diseases  other  than  sexually  transmissible  (STD)  and  inimunizable 
diseases  (ID)  should  be  directed  to  her.  She  will  take  the  responsibility  tor 
involving  other  Montana  State  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences 
staff  as  appropriate. 

Rick  Nelson  remains  the  program  manager  for  the  STD  and  ID  progi  us,  sc 
concerns  related  with  these  areas  should  be  directed  to  him. 

Clerical  persons  will  always  have  the  name  of  a  KSDHES  staff  member  to  which 
they  should  direct  communicable  disease  calls  if  Gedrose  is  not  available.  This 
person  will  usually  be  Nelson. 

Bruce  Desonia,  Steve  hinder,  Dick  Paulsen,  field  health  officers,  will 
continue  their  role  in  assisting  Gedrose  and  Nelson  with  communicable  disease 
control.  As  in  the  past,  a  majority  of  their  time  will  continue  to  be  directed 
toward  STD  and  ID  activities, 

Dave  Bean  will  continue  contributing  most  of  his  time  to  STD  services  but 
has  also  assumed  an  active  role  in  Tuberculosis  control.  Desonia,  Linder, 
Paulsen  and  Bean  will  be  utilized  for  communicable  disease  control  other  than  STD 
and  ID  on  a  consultative  and  as  needed  basis.
